Gov. James A. Rhodes led a 
delegation of Ohioans to Texas 
Thursday in search of natural 
gas and one member of his 
group said up to 1 billion cubic 
feet of gas could be made 
available to the Buckeye State. 
Rhodes and the delegation 
met in Houston with about 100 
representatives of the Texas oil 
and gas industry, and estimates 
were that Rhodes may have 
found some of the gas the state 
needs. 
Robert Ryan, director of the 
Ohio Energy 
and 
Resource 
Development Agency, called 
the turnout “terrific.” He said 
at least 1 billion cubic feet more 
gas appeared available. 
Biggest Leap In 18 Months 
Cost Of Living Jumps 
0.8% During January

Higher prices for food, shelter 
and energy boosted the cost of 
living 0.8 per cent, in January 
for the biggest increase in 18 
months, the Labor Department 
said today. 
The federal agency also the 
average 
worker’s 
spendable 
income was reduced by 1.1 per 
cent last month. The blame was 
placed on higher payroll and 
income taxes as well as layoffs 
caused by frigid weather. 
But the inflation survey still 
did “not reflect the full price 
impact of the severe winter 
weather that affected the 
nation in late January,” the 
Labor Department said 
The rise in January’s Con­ 
sumer Price Index was the 


biggest since the CPI went up 
0.9 per cent in July, 1975. 
The price index stood at 175.3 
in January, compared to the 
1967 base of 100. That means 
consumers had to spend $17.53 
last month for good costing $10 
a decade ago. 
The surge in consumer in­ 
flation follow ed seven con­ 
secutive months of moderate 
price increases and was double 
the rate of the past four months 
combined 
Prices for virtually every 
food in the supermarket boost­ 
ed the food price index 0.9 per 
cent. The biggest increses were 
for beef, pork, cereal, baked 
goods, milk, cheese and ice 
cream , 
vegtables, 
fruits, 
coffee, poultry and eggs. 


Fuel oil and coal increased 2 
per cent, while natural gas and 
electricity rose 0.9 per cent. 
For home owners, property 
taxes and mortgage 
interst 
rates rose significantly while 
the cost of household services 
such as cleaning supplies 
-contributed to a major increase 
in the services index. 
The impact for renters was 
less significaant, with rents 
increasing only 0.5 per cent. 
The department’s survey of 
earnings was taken later in 
January and reflected the 
initial impact of record cold 
weather east of the Rockies.

Mayor Kruegel estimated that 
new water and sewer lines for 
the village will run $3,768,400 
The village also has had 
trouble with its sewage dis­ 
posal. About three weeks ago

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Interior Department’s report 
on natural gas producers off the 
* Louisiana coast stops short of 
saying they deliberately held 
gas off the market. But it points 
in that direction and 
has 
triggered a new probe of all 
Gulf Coast producers. 
Investigators found evidence 
that almost a trillion cubic feet 
of gas lies behind “shut-in” 
wells in just the five fields that 
were studied. It also found that 
the flow of gas from active 
w ells 
in three 
fields 
had 
dropped sharply since 1974. 
One member of the survey 
team suggests “economic in­ 
centives” — the hope for gas 
price decontrol — might lie 
behind the recent reduced gas 
flow and failure to put reser­ 
voirs into production. 
Interior 
Secretary 
Cecil 
Andrus released the prelimi­ 
nary report Thursday and 
pledged to “come down very, 
very hard” on any producers 
shown in the full-scale investi­ 
gation 
to 
have 
deliberately 
withheld fuel. 
“I don’t think anyone in the 
Carter administration is willing 
to take a conciliatory approach 
to this question,” Andrus told a 
news conference. 
Saying he will act after the 
new investigation to force 
faster production where neces­ 
sary, Andrus estimated full 
production from shut-in wells 
covered in the initial study 
could supply some 98 billion 
cubic feet of gas a year. This 
winter’s gas shortage is es­ 
timated at some 2 trillion cubic 
feet 
The 52-page 
prelim inary 
report covered Tiger Shoai, 
Vermilion 250, Grand Isles 43, 
East Cameron 271 and South 
Marsh Island 48. 
Those fields, representing 10 
per cent of all Gulf of Mexico 
production, are operated by 10 
oil companies and feed pipe­ 
lines serving the areas hardest 
hit by the winter gas crisis. The 
companies are Exxon, Penn- 
zoil, Tenneco, Texaco, Phillips, 
Union, Shell, Gulf, Amoco and 
Conoco.

In 1974, the report said, there 
were 
188 nonproducing 
gas 
reservoirs in the five fields with 
a total 757.3 billion cubic feet of 
gas.

Some held out of production 
originally had been scheduled 
to go on line in 1975 and 1976, but 
did not, the report said. By 
December, counting new addi­ 
tions, there were 225 shut-in 
reservoirs with 981.5 billion

Production in three of the 
four fields had dropped as 
much as 26.3 per cent a year 
since 1974, the report said, and 
by the end of 1976 the combined 
rate of production was about 60 
per cent of what its potential. 
“Production at each field

maximum rate) if new wells 
w ere drilled into currently 
producing reservoirs,” there- 
port said.

DEAR POLLY — When I let a hem down in a skirt or

* have to pre-treat that line before laundering the gar- 
- ment or point it out to the dry cleaner if the garments

1 wet a cloth with a mixture of white vinegar and water, 
I wring out and use as a pressing cloth. This has never 
; failed to work for me and when line is very stubborn I 
* have used pure vinegar alone after testing on an in- 
* conspicuous place. — POLLY. 


^ DEAR POLLY — For many years I have used the following 
«o as to cut down on so many trips to the dry cleaners. Often I 
lake a clean cloth or brush and dip in rubbing alcohol I keep in 
£ glass container and clean spots of grease, etc. Hang garment 
Jor an hour for the wetness to evaporate and I have never been 
Jeft with any stains or circles. Test first to see effect on fabric.

I buy yarn when I see it on sale and 
pave it for future use so have many many skeins to store. I get 
several of those divided boxes from the liquor store (most 
have 12 dividers for quart bottles) cover them with adhesive 
backed paper and pile them one on top of the other after each 
box division is filled with one color of yarn. It is easy to see 
how much I have on hand of one kind or color and little space 
js required for the stacked boxes. 
Many of my hobbies require the use of minute sized beads 
and to keep them separated as to kinds and colors I place them 
in old ice cube trays and they are easily stacked for storage. A 
piece of cotton is put over each section to keep them from

It seems evident that America faces today one of its 
most serious threats to the individual freedoms for which 
it stands, posed by forces from within. Certainly a nation 
as great as America can w ith sta n d the c o n s tru c tiv e 
criticism of its own. The question seems to be if any 
nation can tolerate for long the kind of violent criticism 
and conduct which has become currently popular and 
which unlawfully interrupts and undermines the opera­ 
tion of both a government and its institutions. 
It is not perpetrated by true Americans. Let Americans 
stand guard against it. 
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A Great Human Being ? 


The U.S. Historical Society recently asked the 
history department chairmen of 100 colleges and 
universities to name America’s 10 greatest pres­ 
idents 
Of 86 replies, all but one placed Abraham 
Lincoln first, followed by George Washington, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Teddy Roosevelt, 
Thomas Jefferson, Woodrow Wilson, Andrew 
Jackson. Harry Truman, James Polk and John 
Adams. 
Six of these presidents served in the first 
century of the United States and four in the 
second century, which suggests that the nation 
has not lacked for leadership throughout its 
history 
Interestingly, however, the society reports 
that a significant number of the historians in­ 
sisted or implied that there have not been 10 
great presidents. “ It is stretching things a bit to 
list the seven I have," said one historian 
Contended another: “ We have not had many 
presidents who were great ‘human beings,’ my 
criterion for greatness. Mo6tof the figures in our 
history who could be classified as great human 
beings did not hold political office." 
In this light, it is worth noting that of the 10 
presidents iudged greatest by the historians, all

States still appears years away, whaling is 
declining and may eventually disappear with or 
without a push from the whaling commission.

Tail-Gunner Joe Scared 'em All 


The life and character of 
Senator Joseph McCarthy, as 
depicted recently on NBC, must 
go down as one of television’s 
finer moments. The shocking 
candor of the document kept 
viewers sitting spine-straight 
for three hours. 
A few things remain untold. 
When Tail-Gunner Joe’s first 
term in the Senate ran out, he 
realized that his apathetic 
performance would kill him in 
Wisconsin. The man lacked 
creativity, so he hunted for 
something to destroy. 
A short, rolly-polly colum­ 
nist, George Sokolsky, came to 
his rescue. Mr. Sokolsky was a 
conservative. His political 
stance would make William 
Buckley appear to be a flaming 
liberal. 
Sokolsky 
whispered 
the 
phrase, “ Communism in gov­ 
ernment.’’ George sent Joe to a 
newspaper 
executive 
who 
maintained detailed files on 
Am erican liberals, pinkos, 
socialists and communists. 
Waving Papers 
It was there that McCarthy 
got his ammunition. Had he 
used it well and cautiously, he 
might have made a name for 
himself No one, including his 
sponsors, realized that Joe was 
a dangerous man. He waved 
papers "w hich contain 206 
names of known communists in 
our government.” 
He refused to show the 
papers. He refused to name 
names The senator decided to 
make himself great by de­ 
stroying the State Department 
first, the Army second. He won 
reelection, but at the cost of his 
character. 
The irony of the mid-1950s is 
that one man scared the hell out 
of the United States govern­ 
ment. President Harry Truman 


could have cut him down in one 
press conference. He didn’t. 
President Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower had the same oppor­ 
tunity. 
He was too frightened to 
move against Tail-Gunner Joe. 
The State Department quailed 
under innuendo. The U.S. 
Senate listened to that whining 
voice week after week and took 
no action. The “ H ill” reporters 
knew that Joe was a fake, but 
they goaded him on to more and 
more reckless charges and kept 
him in the headlines 
He was a man amok. Joe 
knew, better than anyone, that 
he had not uncovered one card- 
carrying 
communist. 
He 
scatter-fired at everyone who 
raised a voice in feeble protest. 
The nation applauded the 
junior senator. This indeed was 
his power base. The people 
were afraid of communism and 
the Soviet Union. His fury in 
charging witnesses, his drip­ 
ping sarcasm interrogating 
decorated Army officers kin­ 
dled the hopes of millions that 
he was about to expose a 
massive communist plot to take 
over the government. 
He hit booze. The booze hit 
back. Joe began to slide. When 
the censure hearings were held 
in the Senate, he told Roy Cohn, 
“ I felt like a coward. I had to sit 
there and take it. They back 
you into a corner and you have 


to do one of two things. You 
jump off a roof or you try to 
stand up like a man and fight 
your way out. 
“ I lost without fighting.” 
What the Senate was doing to 
M cCarthy is precisely the 
tactic he used in exposing com­ 
munism. He fought dirty. They 
did too Joe tried to hide his 
drinking by dumping half the 
contents of bottles of soft drinks 
and refilling with liquor. He 
drank a lot of Coke. 
Monumental Headaches 
At hearings, his headaches 
were monumental. He was in 
and out of Bethesda Hospital 
for vague injuries and illnesses. 
Doctors told him that his liver 
was damaged. One drink, they 
said, would be too many 
McCarthy was sane. He un­ 
derstood Ids private demons. 
They were more destructive 
than he. The senator continued 
to drink. The man who had 
ruined so many men was about 
to destroy himself. 
He died at sundown on a leafy 
Spring day. He was nothing 
going nowhere. And yet there 
was one more irony to come. 
Mrs. McCarthy pushed hard for 
a state funeral for Joe. 
One more time the august 
Senate truckled to a whim. U.S. 
Marines carried the flag- 
draped casket down the center 
aisle 
Two chaplains racked 
their brains to find virtues to 
extol. 
Among the mourners down 
front was Richard Nixon. His 
day of political burial was 19 
years 
aw ay. 
The 
Senate 
covered Jo e ’s empty chair with 
beautiful blossoms. 
I asked a Senate aide, “ How 
could you do it?” He smiled 
wryly. “ A few of the Senators 
wanted the body brought in to 
make sure he was dead ” ... 
Has Carter Failed? 


Grounding A 'Special Interest' 


hut John Adams either headed the nation during 
wars or military actions or had previously won 
fame as military heroes 
And even during 
Adams’ administration, the society points out, 
the nation was on the verge of war with France 
The wartime presidents were: 
Jefferson 
(naval action against 
the Barbary 
Coast 
pirates); Polk (Mexican W ar); Lincoln (Civil 
W ar); Wilson (World War I); F. D. Roosevelt 
(World War II), and Truman (World War II and 
Korean War). 
The m ilitary heroes were Washington 
(American Revolution), Jackson (War of 1812), 
and Teddy Roosevelt (Spanish-American W ar), 
Furthermore, the president who received the 
11th largest number of votes from the historians, 
Lyndon B. Johnson, also headed the nation 
during a war. 
How will Jimmy Carter be measured against 
his predecessors? 
Since he is not a m ilitary hero, and since no 
war or military action looms on the horizon at 
this time, he will have to achieve greatness in 
other ways — perhaps by being remembered as 
a “ great human being? " 
One hopes future historians will rank him as 
such. 


WASHINGTON - (N EA ) 
The hearing of 
the House 
Science and Technology Com­

But it also ought to refer to the 
federal 
departments 
and 
agencies which constantly 
lobby members of the House 
and Senate for more of every­ 
thing — monev, staff positions, 


programs, influence and pres­ 
tige 
The “special interest” in 
this case is the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administra­ 
tion. NASA’s adm inistrator, 
Dr. James C. Fletcher, is an 
appointee of President Richard 
M. Nixon who reportedly is 
very aaxious to retain ’ his 
directorship under President 
Carter. 
ONE MAN whose support 
could be crucial in that effort is 
Rep Olin E Teague, D-Texas 
a 16-term veteran of the House 
and the highly influential 
chairman of its Science and 
Technology Committee for the 
past four years.

Teague 
checked 
into 
Bethesda Naval Hospital late 
last year for treatment of a 
World War II wound, and he 
probably w ill remain hos­ 
pitalized for several more 


weeks. 
Fletcher and his staff con­ 
cocted a scheme which would 
demonstrate not only NASA’s 
dazzling technical capabilities 
but also its concern for Teague: 
The committee session would 
be the subject of an elaborate, 
satellite-relaved, closed-circuit 
television broadcast whose 
entire audience would consist of 
one convalescing congressman. 
A detailed plan was drafted 
and hundreds of NASA em­ 
ployes, at both the Washington 
headquarters and the agency’s 
Lewis Research Center in 
Cleveland, were assigned to 
work on the project. 


Cameras, sound eauipment 
and special lights would be set 
up in the committee hearing 
room in the Rayburn House 
Office Building Cables would 
snake from that room, down a 
corridor, into another con­ 
gressman’s office, then out a 
window to a bus and trailer 
parked outside the building. 
(The bus would be brought to 
Washington from Cleveland for 
the occasion.) 


From there, the signal would 
be beamed to a satellite hover­ 
ing 23,000 miles above the 
earth, then re-transmitted back 
to the ground to a special re­ 
ceiving antenna mounted out­ 
side the hospital. Finally, 
another set of cables would 
carry 
the 
program 
into 
Teague’s room. 
Although the distance from 
Capitol 
H ill 
to 
Teague’s 
hospital room in suburban 
Maryland is only seven miles, 
the picture and sound from the 


routine hearings would have’ 
travel more than 46,000 milt 
THE COST of the project wi 
incalculable, certainly runnir 
to tens of thousands of dollai 
and possibly hundreds of the 
sands of dollars — all of 
coming from the country’s tan 
payers. 
Fortunately, Teague rejecte 
the entire plan. (NASA says 
abandoned the project afte 
realizing the astronomica 
caxts involved, but that versioi 
was disputed by every othe 
source we interviewed.) 
“ It’s my understanding that 
Dr Fletcher originally broach­ 
ed the idea with Mr. Teague,” 
said John L. Swigert, executive 
director of the committee. “ Mr. 
Teague himself turned it down 
after we looked at the costs and 
complications.” 
The outcome of that episode 
had broader ram ifications 
because of the frequency with 
which members of Congress 
are routinely criticized for ac­ 
cepting questionable favors 
from interest groups. 
In most cases, 
the big 
campaign contribution, the 
golfing weekend at a lush resort 
or the V IP treatment for the 
legislator was an idea con­ 
cocted and an offer preferred 
by an interest group anxious to 
curry favor with the intended 
recipient. 
That doesn’t justify accept­ 
ance of largesse designed to 
purchase "access” or “ influ­ 
ence" on Capitol Hill But if the 
recipients are to be judged 
harshly, more attention ought 
to be paid to the source of those 
oversized gratuities.

W INTER HAS BEEN a dis-

• House It isn’t enough for the 
President to lower his thermo- 
stat to 65 and say he’s taken 
• care of the problem A leader 
• must be able to call all the ele­ 
ments of a disastrous weather 
pattern together and insist that 
the right parts of the country 
receive the snow and rain they 
| are entitled to 
A President 
cannot iust sit by the fire and 


allow tne most powerful nation 
in the world to be ravaged by 
acts of God which he has in his 
power to control. 
President Carter has been in 
office for four weeks and we 
still have an energy crisis in 
this country. This is unfor­ 
givable He has had plenty of 
time to find more gas, more oil, 
as well as alternative sources of 
heat. Do we have to wait until 
March before he solves this 
problem? Everyone is willing 
to make sacrifices for energy, 
but we've been waiting 30 days 
for something to be done and 
none of us has seen any im­ 
provement in the picture. 
The time has come for Mr 
Carter to admit he has failed in 
leading us out of the energy 
crunch and to level with the 
American people and tell them 
that it will take him at least a 
year before we become self- 
sufficient in fuel 
One 
of

promises was that if elected he 
would reform the government 
Where are the reforms we have 
all anticipated? The govern­ 
ment is still as unwieldly as 
ever: one department spills 
over into another, money is 
being wasted and the bureau­ 


cracies cling to their old ways. 
Anybody who can’t reform 
something as simple as the 
federal infrastructure in three 
weeks has a lot to answer for to 
the people who elected him. 
In foreign affairs Mr. Car­ 
ter’s record also leaves much to 
be desired. We still don’t have a 
new SALT agreement with the 
Soviets, a peace settlement in 
the Middle East or a solution to 
the problems besetting South­ 
ern Africa. It ’s obvious that the 
President’s foreign policies 
have failed and we need a new 
team in the State Department, 
and a cleaning out of his White 
House policy advisors. We can't 
drift as we have for four weeks 
and expect to keep our leader­ 
ship in world affairs 
I MAY B E HARSH on Presi­ 
dent Carter but unemployment 
is still high, the economy is 
shaky and the price of coffee is 
going up again W’hile he in­ 
herited many of these problems 
from Mr Ford, Mr. Carter has 
been in office long enough to 
have straightened out all of 
these things. The fact that he 
hasn’t leads me to only one 
conclusion — and that is he 
can’t.

And that was 
when tne Vegas strip was 
mostly sand. 
So it didn’t come as any 
surprise when Florida and 
Nevada investigators told one 


newsman that Meyer was 
friend of real estate investor 
Alvin Malnik. Of Miami, of 
course. 
Malnik is associated with the 
sons of Sameul Cohen, a former 
president of the Flam ingo 
Hotel. He was in the mass in­ 
dictment with Lansky and 
Lansburgh. He, too, served four 
months in prison during 1973. 
The charge read: 
“ Defendants Samuel Cohen, 
Morris Lansburgh, and Jerry 
Gordon and unindicted co- 
conspirators . . . would operate 
the gambling casino of the 
Flamingo and conceal from the 
Nevada gambling authorities 
and 
the 
U .S.

Department the true casino 
receipts by understating ap­ 
proximately $4.5 million or 
more of casino income yearly.” 
The sins of the father can’t be 
visited upon the sons who are 
Malnik's partners in a deal with 
a 
Las Vegas establishment 
known as Caesar’s World, Inc., 
a parent company of Caesar’s 
Palace. 
Now it turns out that the 
Chicago-based Central States 
Teamsters fund holds a first 
mortgage on Caesar’s Palace. J 
The mortgage is worth $13.3 
million. 
There have been reports that 
Malnik is a reputed associate of 
Meyer Lansky. So it’s all one 
wall (sic) of wax. Very difficult 
to see through A strange world 
of casinos and mortgages and 
loans and people who know 
each other socially, sometimes 
professionally and keep criss­ 
crossing each others’ wheeling 
and dealing. 
Morris Lansburgh will miss it 
and Meyer will miss him. But 
the wheels will continue to spin.

President Jose Lopez Portillo of 
Mexico this week became the 
first foreign government leader 
to sample President Carter’s 
new “ no frills” hospitality for 
visiting heads of state.

By GAYNOR MADDOX 
Acres upon acres of fine ripe 
tom atoes. That was part of the 
Florida picture a few weeks 
ago. Then cam e the devastating 
frost. 
Wayne Watkins of Orlando, 
general m anager of Florida s 
Tomato Com m ittee describes 
the effects of frost. “We plant 
tom atoes either as bushes or on 
stak es. The bushes grow 2 and a 
half feet tall and have a spread 
of 4 feet. Lode down a long line, 
maybe 
a 
half 
m ile 
of 
the 
bushes, and you get som e idea 
of our loss due to the freeze. The 
scorched 
field 
looks 
like 
a 
flam e thrower had gone am uck. 
“The stake crops use stakes 5 
feet tall with a spread of 2 feet. 
These, too, today look as though 
som eone had gone down the 
long lines with a blow torch. 
Brown destruction every inch 
of the way. As to our tomato 
losses, I would estim ate around 
$50 m illion. That’s a hell of a 
loss of cash — just when we 
were beginning our harvest.” 
“But there is a little hope,” 
Watkins continues.

toes can be salvaged from this 
ruin.

have been blow-torebed, there 
are a few green leaves left. 
Among these are a few ripe 
tom atoes. We carefully screen 
them and find about 5 per cent 
of them okay . To save them, the 
crop must be gathered im m e­ 
diately however. This is diffi­ 
cult with frosty ground.” 
“But the Florida breeze is 
like the ill wind — it blows a 
blessing on the Mexican crop,” 
reports 
Paul 
di 
Mare, 
the 
largest tomato grower in the 
state, 
with 
headquarters 
in 
H em pstead. 
“Mexico usually 
supplies about half the tomato 
m arket in the United States. 
But now they have about 100 per 
cent of the market except what 
w e can salvage from our nearly 
totally destroyed crop. They 
are rushing their tom atoes to 
m arket, not giving us tim e to 
salvage what we can. And they 
are trying to up the prices way 
beyond a normal justification 
We here in Florida question 
their tactics.” 
He explains that not until the 
m iddle of April will the new 
crops of tom atoes be ready for 
harvesting. “Some of our fields 
are like broken-up ice ponds 
today. 
We 
can’t plant 
new 
bushes on that kind of soil. We 
m ust wait until the weather 
w arm s up. But if it does warm 
up in tim e, it will take at least 
until April before we can pick 
the new crop.” 
What will be done about the 
farm laborers and truckers w ho 
stand around waiting for a job9 
“I think w e are taking care of 
them now — with governm ent 
aid, of course,” di Mare says. 
“It was around 68 degrees F. 
here last night,” says Marvin 
P fa in d er, 
m an ager 
of 
the 
Tom ato E xchange in Orlando.” 
But if it drops further, say to 
around 32 degrees F ., 
that 
m eans trouble for us. The fields 
will freeze again and delay 
replanting. 
“There is practically nothing 
left to destroy — except our 
chances of replanting now and 
to look forward with hope to 
A pril,” he says. 
He also says, ‘T h e overall 
loss will am ount to $350 million. 
That includes losses on green 
peppers, sw eet corn, tom atoes, 
so ft sq u ash , 
green 
b ean s,

citrus. P rices will go up, but not 
out of sight.”

Rip Buildings 
In Chicago 


CHICAGO (U P I) - Two 
charges of high-velocity explo­ 
sives w ent off w ithin one 
minute of each other early 
today at two downtown loca­ 
tions. 
Police and FBI spokesmen 
said no one claimed respon­ 
sibility for the bombings, as 
they have in the past when 
explosions 
rocked 
the 
city. 
There were no injuries. 
"We don’t have motive, we 
don't 
have 
people 
claiming 
credit for it, we don’t have 
anything else,” a police bomb 
squad officer said. 
FBI spokesman Tom Gibbons 
said 
it was unusual for a 
terrorist group to keep silent 
under such circum stances, but 
he said it appeared to be the 
work of such an organization. 
"With two of them going off 
simultaneously, you’d have to 
assu m e i t ’s som e kind of 
terrorist group,” Gibbons said. 
The first explosion occurred 
at 1:01 a m about 20 feet inside 
an entrance to Chicago’s huge 
M erchandise M art, in a public 
locker along a stairw ay to the 
second floor. 
Windows were blown out all 
along the southeastern corner 
of the first and second floors, 
and in an adjoining W algreen’s 
R estaurant on the first floor. 
"We felt it up here, 19 floors 
up,' said WMAQ radio reporter 
Walt Hamilton. The local NBC 
radio and television affiliates 
have offices in the M art. 
A 1‘l* inch fire sprinkler pipe 
ruptured, pouring hundreds of 
gallons of w ater through the 
building and down the stairs. 
Police bomb squad technican 
Art Noland said the water, 
which flowed for more than two 
hours, probably washed away 
some of the evidence 
Noland estim ated dam age to 
the Mart at $100,000, and said 
the building might have suf­ 
fered some structural damage. 
"T here’s gotta be just about 
$25,000 dam age to the windows 
alone," he said Bomb squad 
investigators said the explo­ 
sives appeared to be left open, 
not encased in metal or plastic, 
and probably were not techni­ 
cally bombs 
The second explosion, at the 
US.Gypsum Building, occurred 
at 1:02 a m just outside the 
personnel office on the ground 
floor. 
Police Capt 
Leonard Kody 
said a package of explosives 
blew out 15 windows, each one- 
half-inch thick, on the first and 
second floors, spewing tinted 
glass across the plaza next to 
the building 
Fire Battalion Chief Edwin 
Williams estim ated the dam age 
at $10,000, mostly in glass.

WASHINGTON — Now that 
the Dem ocrats have regained 
control of the White House, 
many lawyers among the party 
faithful 
a re 
sav o rin g 
the 
prospect of being appointed to a 
lifetime job as a federal judge 
A position on the federal 
bench has become more a t­ 
tractive, now that a district 
judge’s salary' is about to be 
raised to $54,500 and the pay of 
an appeals jurist to $57,500 
About 25 of these jobs are 
open right now. and more will 
become available because of 
retirem ents 
among 
the 
484 
federal jurists and because a 
Dem ocratic Congress is ex­ 
pected to heed the plea of Chief 
Justice W arren E. Burger and 
create at least 100 new judge­ 
ships to ease crowding on court 
dockets. 
The federal judiciary is one of 
the last bastions of the political 
spoils system , and the party 
that controls the White House 
also appoints 
the 
judges, 
subject to Senate confirm a­ 
tion. 
subject to Senat confirmation. 
In practice, the U. S. Senator 
in a state that is of the sam e 
party as the President winds up 
selecting judges. 
"He can virtually handpick 
n om inees,” said Sen. Alan 
Cranston, D-Calif. 
So after a long, eight-year 
drought during the Nixon-Ford 
Administration, lawyers who 
have been Dem ocratic P arty 
w o rkers, or can d id ates, or 
office holders have their eyes 
fixed on becoming a judge 
Some of 
them, 
especially 
those with a poor or mediocre 
legal record, are going to be 
bitterly disappointed. 
T his'is because a surprising 
num ber of Democrats in the U. 
S. 
Senate are 
surrendering 
th eir trad itio n a l p atro n ag e 
right to tap political friends for 
a seat on the bench when it falls 
vacant in their state. 
ALREADY sen ato rs from 
at least 
nine sta te s have 
announced the formation of 
some type of 
“M erit Com­ 
mission” which will have a 
voice, sometimes the dom inant 
voice, in selecting nominees for 
federal judgeships. 
It is a developm ent e n ­ 
couraged by President C arter, 
who used a sim ilar technique to 
nam e 
sta te 
judges 
w hile 
governor of Georgia. It is also 
applauded by the American 
Bar Association. 
C harles 
A. 
H orsky, 
a 
Washington lawyer who is a 
m em ber of the ABA’s Judicial 
Selection C om m ittee, said : 
"The ABA wants to get away 
from political 
appointm ents, 
those that are made by 
a 
senator 
without 
consultation 
with anyone.” He noted that 
such “ M erit C om m issions” 
have become fairly common 
among state governments. 
Sen. Lawton Chiles, D-Fla., 
began 
the 
movement 
awav 


from the spoils system in nam ­ 
ing federal judges two years 
ago, while the GOP still con­ 
trolled the White House. He and 
his ju n io r D em o cratic co l­ 
league Sen. Dick Stone created 
a 
nine-m em ber 
“ F ed eral 
Judicial Nominating Commis­ 
sion,” with 3 m em bers named 
by each senator and 3 by the 
Florida B ar Association. When 
a vacancy occurs, the panel in­ 
vites a p p licatio n s, sc reen s 
applicants, and recom mends 
five finalists to the two U. S. 
Senators. Chiles and 
Stone, 
using only those five names, 
forward from one to three 
names to the White House as 
nominees. 
Any judgeship nominee from 
Florida who does not undergo 
this Commission process has no 
chance of being appointed to 
the Federal bench, as the Ford 
A d m in istratio n learn ed last 
year when it bypassed the 
Commission and nominated a 
woman for the bench. 
The 
S en ate 
Ju d ic ia ry 
Committee will not hold con­ 
firm atio n 
h earin g s 
on 
a 
nom inee 
unless 
the 
two 
Senators from the state sign a 
"Blue Slip” indicating they do 
not object to the appointment. 
Chiles and Stone did not sign off 
on the woman nominee, and the 
appointm ent died, even though 
the Republicans controlled the 
W’hite House. 
NOW THAT the ball is in 
their court. Senate Dem ocrats 
from 
C alifornia, 
G eorgia, 
Kentucky, New York, Florida, 
Illinois, Colarado, Iowa and 
M assach u setts 
have 
setup 
some type of M erit Commission 
to handle judgeships 
which 
open up in their states. 
Some have w ritten charters, 
and binding authority, like the 
original Chiles Commission in 
Florida This is what Cranston 
created in California, and even 
gave Republican Sen. S. I. 
Hayakawa several slots on the 
C om m ission 
to 
m ake 
it 
bipartisan. 
"R ecom m ending 
fed eral 
judges who may be on the 
bench for life ... is one of the 
most im portant responsibilities 
a U. S. Senator has,” said 
Cranston in explaining why he 
instituted this reform . 
Others are less form al, and 
could end up being largely 
cosmetic. For exam ple when 
Sens. H erm an Talm adge and 
Sam Nunn, of Georgia, an­ 
nounced creation of a Merit 
Review Council, they stressed 
the panel’s recom mendations 
would be advisory, and not 
binding. 
At the federal level, Attorney 
General Griffin Bell announced 
creation of M erit Commissions 
in each judicial circuit to help 
select nominees for the federal 
appeals bench. He streesed, 
however, his intention to work 
closely with Senators in the 
process. 
Whenever a nomination is 
about to be subm itted to the 
Senate, the name is given to the 
American Bar Association for 
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review. The B ar then term s the 
individual 
“excetionally well 
qualified," or "well qualified” , 
or simply "qualified" or finally 
"not qualified.” 
Chief Justice Burger, in an 
address to the ABA. predicted 
that "If bona fide screening 
commissions are established, I 
believe we will find a higher 
proportion of nominees who will 
be ranked ‘exceptionally well- 
qualified’ ” , 
There are some who dissent 
from this trend toward reform 
and 
rem o v in g 
fed eral 
judgeships entirely from the 
political process. One 
is a 
Washington lawyer who once 
w orked as the top aide to a U. S. 
Senator and later was the top 
aide to the Attorney General of 
the U. S. 
"The average federal judge 
is a capable and qualified 
person,” insisted this lawyer. 
"A bad guy cannot slip through. 
We have a great proclivity in 
this country to try to isolate 
things 
from 
the 
political 
process, in the name of reform. 
I personally would prefer the 
judgm ent of a U. S. Senator, 
who m ust go through the 
election 
p ro cess, 
to 
the 
judgm ent of an isolated group. 
Can you imagine what the 
bench would be like if we let 
Law School deans m ake the 
nom inations?”

Carter Sends Letter 
To Russian Dissident 
MOSCOW (UPH - In an 
u n p reced en ted 
break 
w ith 
protocol, President C arter has 
sent 
a 
personal 
le tte r 
to 
dissid en t Andrei Sakharov, 
pledging to light for human 
rights in the Soviet Union and 
other foreign countries. 
C arter's letter, sent through 
dip lo m atic 
channels 
and 
handed over by an officer of the 
American Embassy, appears 
likely to further strain relations 
already cooled by the State 
D epartm ent’s public defense of 
dissidents 
Proudly displaying the White 
House stationery at a news 
conference 
T hursday, 
the 
Nobel Peace Prize-winner said 
the letter was a “great honor” 
and the first he has received 
from an American president. 
Describing human rights as 
"a central concern of my ad­ 
m in istra tio n ,” C arte r w rote 
Sakharov: 
“ You may rest assured that 
the American people and our 
government will continue our 
firm com m itm ent to promote 
respect for human rights not 
only in our own country but also 
abroad.” 
C arter also pledged to use his 
“good 
offices” to seek 
the 
re le ase of w hat he called 
“prisoners of conscience.” 
In the past the Soviets have 
denied keeping political prison­ 
ers and have labeled sim ilar 
statem ents directed at Moscow 
“ u n w a rran te d m eddling” in 
internal affairs. 
Sakharov said in his cabled 
reply to C arter that “defense of 
fundam ental human rights is 
not interference in the domestic 
affairs of other countries but 
one of the most m ajor in­ 
tern atio n al 
a ffa irs, 
w hich 
cannot be separated from the 
basic problems of peace and 
progress.”

Four commission m em bers 
w ere nam ed by Gov. Jam es A. 
Rhodes, four are legislators 
and three are cabinet m em ­ 
bers, thereby giving the a d ­ 
m in istra tio n control of the 
body. 
Two Salem men, Ray 
L. 
D ean, fo rm er Salem News 
e d ito r, and 
Atty. 
H erb ert 
Arfm an, are m em bers of the 
commission. 
The commission has had a 
rocky start since it went into 
operation last August and Fox, 
one of its legislative m em bers, 
has called it a do-nothing body. 
Wojtanowski pointed out a 
cosponsor of the bill is State 
Rep 
W illiam 
M allory 
D- 
Cincinnati, another legislative 
m em ber 
of 
the em b attled 
commission 
The bill provides for the new 
commission to be comprised of 
four 
D em ocrats 
and 
four 
Republicans and three cabinet 
m em bers who would be ex­ 
officio m em bers. 
“The Ohio Nursing Home 
Commission as it is currently 
constituted is not able to do its 
job,” Wojtanowski said 
"We 
have the opportunity with this 
legislation to do the kind of job 
that will restore the confidence 
to m any Ohioans that a just and 
representative government is 
still capable of solving complex 
problem s.” 
Fox 
emphasized 
the 
“ bi­ 
partisan” composition of the 
new commission 
“ I have learned that without 
a bi-partisan effort we can’t do 
a job,” Fox said. “The bill 
provides a m echanism for 
finding solutions." 
Fox indicated a top priority 
item facing the new com m is­ 
sion would be the question of 
M edicaid reim b u rsem en t to 
nursing homes 
“ We have to determ ine if the 
state is really paying nursing 
homes what the casts are,” Fox

Henry Kissinger 


KISSINGER SIGNED 
NEW YORK (UPI) — For­ 
m er Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger will move from the 
councils of government to the 
television newsroom this fall. 
Kissinger has signed a five- 
year contract with NBC to 
appear on docum entaries and 
interview shows and act as the 
network’s special consultant on 
foreign affairs. The contract 
gives the network exclusive 
rights to sp ecial p ro g ram s 
based on K issinger’s memoirs, 
expected to be published by 
Little, Brown & Co. by 1979. 
NBC refused to reveal any 
financial details of the contract, 
which goes into effect in July. 
Industry speculation put the 
sum “in seven figures.”

Two Korea 
GIs Held 
In Slaying 


TOKYO (UPI) - The US. 
Army said today two Am erican 
servicem en stationed in South 
Korea have been charged in the 
m u rd er of a n o th er so ld ier 
whose blood-stained body was 
found near Yokota Air Base 
outside Tokyo Wednesday. 
A spokesman for the Army 
identified the two men uder 
custory as Pvt. Reginald L. 
Little, 24, of Greensboro, NC, 
and PFC Elm er N. M orris Jr., 
21, of Cleveland 
The spokesman said Little 
and Morris have been charged 
w ith m u rd er, ro b b ery and 
conspiracy under the Uniform 
Code of Military Justice. 
Little is assigned to head­ 
quarters and headquarters de­ 
tachm ent, 227th M aintenance 
Battalion and Morris to Combat 
Support Co., 1st Battalion, 9th 
Infantry, 2nd Infantry division, 
both in South Korea, he said. 
The spokesman said 
both 
men would be placed in pretrial 
confinement today at the US. 
Naval Correctional C enter at 
Yokosuka Navy Base, about 50 
miles southwest of Tokyo. 
Japanese police identified the 
victim as Army Pvt. Jam es D. 
Sledziewski, 21, whose home 
address was not given. 
They said he 
had 
been 
drinking in a bar near the 
Yokota base late W ednesday 
and was seen with the two 
suspects leaving a snack bar 
also 
near the base 
early 
Thursday. 
Several persons said they 
heard the soldiers quarreling 
outside the snack 
bar,

Sledziewski’s body, shoeless 
an d co atless

freezin g te m p ra tu re s,

found on a highway nearby. 
Police said the soldier had 
a p p are n tly been b eaten to 
death. 
They said Sledziewski had 
arrived in Japan late W ednes­ 
day from Korea aboard a US. 
m ilitary transport plane and 
was scheduled to fly on to the 
United States later. 


No Timetable Set In Prob* 
Of Mine Where 26 Men Died 
FRANKFORT, Ky. ( U P I ) 
There is no scheduled tim etable 
to complete the exploration ol 
the Scotia mine where 26 men 
were killed 11 months ago and 
as a result, a date for state 
h earin g s into the d isa stei^ 
can't be set, Kentucky’s top 
mine official said Thursday. 
HN. Kirkpatrick, Kentucky’s 
mine commissioner, adm itted 
progress was being made on 
investigating the scene of the 
explosions. But he said ven 
tilatin g the a rea of “ two 
so u th e a s t” 
w here 
the 
e x ­ 
plosions occurred was a very 
“ tric k y ” business, and in­ 
vestigators from his depart­ 
ment. the Mining Enforcement 
Safety Adminstration and the 
owners of the Scotia Coal Co. 
were not on any tim etable to 
complete the onthe-scene in­ 
vestigation. 
E arlier this week, investiga­ 
tors explored and built seals in 
the first 800 feet of the mine 
where 26 men lost their lives 11 
months ago. the most progress 
since the second explosion 
March 11. 
But Ray Ross, MESA official 
in 
charge, 
and 
Kirkpatrick 
have both estim ated it will take 
at least one month and possibly 
even longer to complete the 
ventilation process in the area 
of the mine. 
“We are definitely 
in 
no 
hurry down there, considering 
how difficult a job we still 
face." said Kirkpatrick 
who 
joined investigators in the mine 
earlier in the week “ We have 
no set tim etab le, p artially 
because we don't know what we 
are going to find down there ” 
K irkpatrick has promised a 
state inquiry into the explo­ 
sions, 
independent 
of 
the 
continuing MESA investigation 
conducted by a panel of which 
he is a m em ber 
Meanwhile, Kirkpatrick said 
the 
K entucky 
atto rn ey 
general’s office has provided 
legal counsel to the D epartm ent 
of Mines and Minerals about 
possible legal options the state 
could take against the owners 
of the mine. 
“W e've consistently checked 
with

attorney 
general s 
office and they have provided

Chapter 2 
By the en(j of the year 1902, 
P eter H erold’s writings filled 
almost half of the front page of 
the Mahoning Dispatch. 
He 
faithfully recorded the events 
which would be of im portance 
to the villagers, births, deaths, 
m arriages, 
family 
reunions, 
school activities and news that 
would be of special interest to 
the 
coal 
m iners 
and 
their 
families. He had deep respect 
for the m an who spent most of 
the daylight hours under the 
ground These were his com ­ 
ments at that time: 
“While justice and honor are 
to be desired on all sides, it 
must be adm itted 
that 
the 
m iner no m atter what his wage 
scale m ay be, has a hard row to 
hoe. And of all men whom one 
meets, none are entitled to 
more respect than the m an with 
the lam p in his cap and his life 
in his hand going into darkness 
after the hidden treasure for 
the comfort and blessing of his 
fellow men. He is in a place just 
as im portant as the “ m an of 
cloth” who hands you his card 
of introduction and solicits your 
p atro n ag e 
They have our 
sym pathies and best wishes 
and trust that they will adorn 
their lives with a faithful ser­ 
vice to the law of governing 
men and that in line will help 


others up and m ake our country 
better in citizenship in every 
way Be they owners or tenants 
they contribute to the world’s 
goods in their sphere as much 
as those who pay taxes because 
they m ust.” 
On Decem ber 12, 1902 he 
prints a picture of the Cherry 
Valley Coke and Coal Works 
taken by Byron Weikart and he 
describes one of the largest 
sources 
of 
income 
for 
the 
residents of the sister villages 
‘T hese mines have been in 
operation for over 40 years and 
with the iron furnace and coke 
oveas 
owned 
by 
the 
sam e 
company, form 
one 
of 
the 
leading industries of eastern 
Ohio. The p re sen t su p e rin ­ 
tendent of the mines is Daniel 
McGraff who gives general 
satisfaction to the m iners and 
to the company. But the bank 
boss of the longest term of 
service and most successful 
m anagem ent was the late Zap 
Tetlow who cam e here from 
E ngland 
and 
o p erated 
a 
country bank for himself until 
the 
g en eral 
m an a g er, 
Honorable Jacob Cham berlain, 
heard of his special fitness for 
the place of account and 
satisfactory dealings with his 
men and insisted upon Mr 
Tetlow accepting the position 
w hich 
he did 
w ith 
m uch 
h esitan cy . 
The 
M iners' 
Institute was built during this 
tim e and is both unique in its 
way and practical for holding 
m in e rs’ 
m eetin g s 
M any 
am icable settlem ents and in­ 
tellig en t u n d e rstan d in g has 
been reached at these meetings 
th a t o th erw ise m ight have 
resulted in strikes. The average 
daily output of coal from this 
mine alone is about 300 tons and 
there are five other company 
mines 
in 
this 
neighborhood 
besides several 
local 
banks 
which supply the demand for 
domestic purposes.

The two cagers in question 
are Ray Sevek and Cathy 
Boone and both are seeing 
that their team gets the ball 
as often as possible 
Cathy, a 5-8 senior and the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Fred McElroy of Salineville, 
has lettered for Southern’s 
girls team. She is closing out 
her career and playing a key 
role in the undefeated string 
of five wins for the indians, 
who are coached by Gwen 
Francis. The young coed has 
pulled down 85 rebounds in 
five games and had her best 
perform ance at 
Lisbon, 
where she hauled 
in 28 
missed shots. 
She also makes herself 
known offensively with a 10.6 
per game scoring average 
“Cathy goes all out when

each team the following day. 
An estimated 750 dues-paying 
members of the union are to 
vote on the proposed contract. 
It also would have to be ap­ 
proved by at least 21 of the 28 
owners. Neither side indicated 
there would be difficulty in 
obtaining ratification.

DEAR DR LAMB - Two 
years ago I passed out from 
lack of blood and was rushed 
to the hospital. An X ray 
showed I had a hiatal hernia. I 
was lucky as they were able to 
give me blood and stop the 
bleeding. 
Would it be all right in my 
case to continue on the 
roughage diet you suggested 
in one of your columns’7 I am 
concerned about it being 
rough and passing the place 
where the hernia is located 
The doctor wants me to take 
Tylenol instead of aspirin. I 
have heard that Tylenol has 
some bad side effects and 
shouldn’t be taken. 
I have had constipation for a 
number of years and have 
such wonderful results since 
trying your roughage diet. I 
know it isn’t rough after it 
gets into the intestines but I 
am worried about how rough 
it is on the hiatal hernia or to 
the ulcer patient. I will be 
very anxious to hear from 
you. 
DEAR REA D ER - If you 
use one of the bran breakfast 
foods and allow the cereal to 
stand in sufficient milk it will 
be quite soft by the time you 
start to eat it. In this condition 
it will not harm the hiatal her­ 
nia or an ulcer. 
You may have had a small 
ulcer of the lower esophagus 
where the hiatal hernia is 
located. That sometimes oc­ 
curs and may be associated 
with bleeding — sometimes 
massive as you must have ex­ 
perienced. 
Tylenol has some side 
effects as do all medicines, in­ 
cluding aspirin. Since you are 
not taking any medicines that 
tend to prevent blood clotting, 
as used in heart patients, it is 


probably good advice in your 
case to use it instead of 
aspirin. Aspirin can prolong a

Glenn Asks U.S. Intervene 
In Intrastate Gas Supplies 


COLUMBUS (UPI) 
Offi­ 
cials of the Public Utilities 
Commission of Ohio will be the 
next witnesses before the Ohio 
Senate Energy Committee now 
in v estig atin g O hio's energy 
crisis 
Thursday, Sen. John Glenn, 
D-Ohio, took the stand to outline 
short-and long-term solutions 
on the federal and state level to 
the energy crisis. 
One answ er, stressed Glenn 
in a 42-minute opening state­ 
m ent, would be federal inter­ 
vention into in tra sta te gas 
supplies to stop what he termed 
“ political football” by states 
withholding gas from energy 
deficient areas 
“ We’ve developed social pat­ 
terns in this country where one 
part of the country does the 
industrial work of the land 
while other parts have been 
energy suppliers,” said Glenn. 
“ I believe this...should not be 
perm itted to happen. Millions 
of jobs literally hang in the 
balance. 
“It’s just not realistic to 
perm it some states to wither on 
the vine while others keep gas 
in their states." 
He said that situation was 
logical when there are different 
pricing structures for interstate 
and intrastate gas 
“We’re going to have to look 
at this as a national energy 
problem 
and 
solve 
it 
with 
national legislation. And if that 
m eans we have to m ake federal 
law 
ap p licab le 
to 
energy 
sources within a state—to the 
in tra s ta te g a s—then th a t’s 
what we have to do,” he said 


The senator said the federal 
government could also assist 
energy-starved states if P resi­ 
dent 
C arter set 
m andatory 
production rates for natural gas 
wells on federal lands. 
He said C arter could do that 
by implementing a section of 
the Energy Policy and Conser­ 
vation Act passed bv Congress 
in 1975. 
“Under its provisions 
the 
President can m andate that 
wells on federal land produce at 
m aximum efficient ra te s,” said 
Glenn. 
“Or, by declaring the exist­ 
ence of an energy supply 
em ergency, he could'go a step 
further and go beyond 
the 
maxim um efficiency rates to 
an even higher flow,” he added. 
“The amounts involved may 
be great or could be m arginal 
But I consider it vital that the 
public know that every tool...is 
being used to get gas' to Ohio, 
for jobs and schools, as well as 


homes. 
“These provisions 
(of the 
federal law) have never been 
tried before, but there has 
never been a crisis like this 
one," he said 
Glenn said there were lots of 
reasons for the energy crisis 
and cautioned the committee 
“not 
succumb 
to 
the easy 
temptation of telling the people 
that one bogeyman created this 
situation.” 
G lenn 
said 
conservation 
should be m ade a 
national 
“ e th ic ” and th at building 
standards should be written to 
reward energy conservation. 
“For the short term —five to 
eight y ears—I am pessimistic. 
We must tighten our belts to 
keep people employed. This will 
be 
a 
tim e 
of 
testing 
for 
everyone. 
“Over the long term , as 
alternate fuel sources become 
av ailab le, 
th in g s 
will 
im ­ 
prove,” concluded Glenn.

Group Plans 
Truth In 
Menu' Drive 
DETROIT (UPI) - The 
phrase “cream in your coffee" 
has become an endangered 
species in Michigan because of 
an experiment by the Michigan 
Restaurant Association. 
The 1,500-member group an­ 
nounced that it will start a 
‘Truth in Menu’’ campaign 
next week to make sure 
customers get exactly what 
they see and read on menus. 
Any restaurant serving a 
chemical 
concoction 
instead 
real cream must banish the 
word from the menu. 
A picture qf George Washing­ 
ton was nearby when Associa­ 
tion President Henry Montague 
explained the new program to 
reporters. 
“Some menus may uninten­ 
tionally mislead by using 
commonly using accepted gen­ 
eric terms like Coca-Cola for 
any kind of cola, butter for 
margarine, and cream for 
coffee whitener or dairy sub­ 
stitute,’’ Montague said. 
“Such listings give the whole 
industry a bad name and give 
the offending operator an un­ 
fair advantage when competing 
with our restaurants which buy 
the real product at a higher 
price.” 
The drive for honesty goes 
further than just the words on 
the menu, Montague said. 
Pictures must show exactly 
what the patron will receive, 
and waitresses must watch 
their language. 
“ If a menu says coffee 
whitener but a waitress offers 
cream, then that’s a violation,” 
he said. 
The word violation was used 
loosely, however. Montague 
admitted the association had no 
power to act against members 
who do not follow the truthful 
approach. 
‘The customers are going to 
police this. They will decide if a 
restaurant is "honest, and we 
will discuss a problem with 
(members) if there is a com­ 
plaint,” he said. 
Although more than 20,000 
restaurants in Michigan are not 
members of the association, 
Montague said all restaurants 
should adopt the new policy, 
because eventually the con­ 
sumer movement will produce 
a law requiring precise menus.

NEW YORK (UPI) — It was 
one of the largest cases of mass 
murder in the nation’s history. 
It also was arson. And the men 
whose business it is to find the 
killers knew they were in for 
tough time 
Twenty-five persons were 
dead and as their families 
p r e p a r e d 
f u n e r a l 
arrangements, 
investigators 
began a methodical search to 
find out who set the Oct, 24 fire 
at the Puerto Rico Social Club. 
With dozens of persons in the 
club at the time of the fire, 
there were no obvious suspects. 
In some types of investigations, 
the motive is evident. But arson 
is different. 
“Arson is one of the most 
difficult things to prove,” said 
Bronx District Attorney Mario 
Merola, whose office coordinat­ 
ed 40 detectives and fire 
marshals working on the case 
Other investigations attempt 
to narrow leads — “You are 
always zeroing in," Merola 
said “But with arson, you are 
always moving outward with 
new people and new motives.’’ 
Was the fire set to collect 
insurance? Was it the work of a 
street gang bent on extortion? 
Was the motive political? 
Racial? Or one of revenge? 
Relatives and tenants in 
nearby buildings were ques­ 
tioned 
Neighborhood service 
stations were canvassed 
to 
determine the source of the 
gasoline poured on the stairs 
leading to the second-floor club. 
In all, some 1,000 people were 
interviewed, many several 
times. 
One report said the fire had 
been set by a man who had been 
ejected from the club earlier 
for fighting with his wife. 
Another said the building was 
fire-bombed. One man initially 
sought as a vital witness turned 
out to have been nowhere near 
thp scpnp 
‘The thing is,” 7th Homicide 
Zone Det. John Mangels said, 
"you couldn’t discount any of 
the stories because that might 
be the one.” 
As the probe wore on, in- 
vesitgators began to suffer a 
morale problem. Lt. Edward 
Clarke’s investigative team 
was 
composed 
mostly 
of 
Spanishspeaking officers and 
Clarke did not let them forget 
it. 
“I told them the honor of 
Hispanic investigtors was in­ 
volved and they had to solve 
this case,” Clarke said. 
The break came the last 
Tuesday in December: A street 
source said he had information 
that would discredit the alibi of 
Jose Antonio Cordero, 40, a 
unemployed salesman. 
The new information dis­ 
closed that Cordero, a stocky 
man with a long deep scar at 
the corner of his mouth, had 
argued the night of the fire with 
his girlfriend, Diana Sanchez, 
18. who had attended a dance at 
the social club against his 
wishes. 


Miss Sanchez along with her 
older sister, Evelyn, died in the 
fire. 
The 
investigators did 
not 
immediately go after Cordero. 
Instead, they first sought 
possible 
accomplices 
and 
shortly found Hector Lopez, 17, 
reputed to have ties to a local 
gang named the Dragons. 
Cordero also wn« «aid *r> Have 


been associated with the gang 
Lopez was brought in and 
questioned. A short time later 
Cordero was arrested and the 
two, along with a third suspect 
still at large, were charged with 
turning his “lover’s quarrel” 
into what Merola termed “the 
worst mass murder by arson 
ever to occur in the United 
States.”
